Salaries, Labor Paper Asks 


Toledo, O.—‘Why not trim the 


big insurance company salaries?” 
asks the Toledo Union Leader, of- 
ficial organ of the Todelo Central 
Labor Union, pointing out that an 
investigation in Wisconsin revealed 
the payment of fat salaries to the 
heads of insurance companies which 


do business in the state. 

“It was found,” the Union Leader 
says, “that the average salary paid 
to life insurance presidents was
